Congress is casting

method

more 
money out of the District of Col­ 
umbia in the way of taxes. Now, 
the District of Columbia is a very 
small part of the 
United States, 
and not nearly so 
important 
as 
some who live in that 
restricted 
area think, yet what happens in 
the District is likely to occur any­ 
where. so far as taxing is 
con­ 
cerned. 
Thus it becomes pertin­ 
ent to remark that a sales tax has 
appeared os a small cloud in the 
sky, no larger than a man’s hand, 
buf 
visible 
nevertheless. 
The 
White House is said to be opposed 
to sales taxes, and that may be 
the end of it. 
Yet the arguments 
against that form 
of 
collecting 
governm ent funds are not partic­ 
ularly cogent. 
A good 
way 
to 
gauge a person’s ability to

taxes is by his ability to buy. To

Young and the three w itnesses to 
the Book of Mormon, Jacob W hit- 
m er, Oliver Cowdery and

By the middle of 
1838,

W est had more than 3000 popula­ 
tion.

sale. For 50 years land titles were 
clouded by Mormon claims. 
Far West 
continued 
as 
the 
county seat until 1834 when the 
new town of Kingston, more cen­ 
trally located, became the county 
seat.

torn down or moved to Kingston. 
The streets and city square in 
time became parts of a corn field 
Now nothing remains 
but 
the 
shallow excavation for the never 
completed temple.

green grass. 
Here Abraham erected his altar 
when he first came into Canaan, 
about 4000 years ago.

This promise was confirm­ 
ed to Abraham twice afterward.

From this Glrizim acquir­ 
ed the nam e of "Mount of B less­ 
ing,” and Ebal acquired the title 
of “Mount of the Curse.” 
Here Joshua delivered his fare­ 
well address to the tw elve tribes. 
He said “Behold, this day I am 
going the way of all the 
earth, 
and ye know in all your hearts 
and in all your souls, that not one 
thing hath 
failed 
of 
all 
good 
things which the Lord your God 
spake concerning 
you; 
all 
are 
com e to pass unto you, and 
not 
one thing hath failed thereof.” He 
also admonished them, 
"Choose 
you this day whom ye w ill serve; 
. . . os for me and my house, we 
w ill serve the Lord."

people answered and said,

forbid that we should forsake the 
Lord, to serve other gods.”

Both sacred and secular 
history are silent as to what be­ 
came of the 10 tribes.

lieve that the English 
speaking 
people are descendants of 
th em .' 
B eginning ab ou t 604 
B. C, 
N e- 
buchadnr zzer, King of 
Babylon, 
took 
the 
Southern 
Kingdom, 
Judah and Benjamin, into captiv­ 
ity, 
But a remnant returned, 70 
years later. 
For more than 2500 
years the Jews have had no com ­ 
mon rallying place. 
They 
have 
had no flag, and have never been 
a sovereign power. They w ere d is­ 
persed to all the civilized world 
and have suffered persecution in 
many countries, 
but 
they 
are 
Jews today as they 
w ere 
2500 
years ago. All of this is in literal 
fulfillm ent of Bible prophecy. If 
we had nothing else, the Jew s are 
all that is necossary to 
confirm 
the Bible. 
After the 10 tribe* 
had 
been 
taken out of the land a few priests 
were sent back to 
instruct 
the 
people In religious matters. 
The 
polyglot 
people 
accepted 
the 
Pentateuch, and for 27 centuries 
the Samaritans have 
celebrated 
the Passover on Mount Gerizim. 
as it was observed in the time of 
Moses. 
There is 
only 
a 
little 
band of them left, but they 
are 
still faithful to 
the 
Pentateuch 
first five books of the Bible. 
While we 
were 
at 
Palestine 
Hotel, Schechem , I m et Hazliach 
Ben Pinchas, the 
present 
High 
Fh’iest of the 
hundred 
or 
two 
Samaritans 
left. 
With 
white 
beard, black robe and miter, he is 
a splendid type of 
the 
ancient 
patriarch. 
He is very 
courteous 
and 
graciously 
answers 
every 
question. 
The Passover is 
cele­ 
brated on the 14th day 
of 
the 
month of Nisan 
or 
Abib, 
first 
month of the Jew ish calendar. To 
the Samaritans it is a very solemn 
and secred religious 
duty, 
and 
participation in it is mandatory. 
On the 10th day of Nisan they 
provided 
male 
sheep 
without 
blemish, in m ultiples of seven ac­ 


cording to the number of people 
to be saved. 
During the follow ­ 
ing four days they carefully in­ 
spect the sheep 
for 
blemishes. 
Animals over a year old are re­ 
jected. 
They pitch their tents on 
Gerizim, which is a very 
sacred 
mountain to them. 
At 4:30 p. m. 
on the I4th day they assemble. An 
altar of stone is built, 
and 
the 
men bring water. 
Then, they be­ 
gin praying. 
The 
High 
Priest 
pr ys first and the old people fol­ 
low. 
The young men hold 
the 
sheep (Korban) for the slayers. 
None but Samaritans 
are 
per­ 
mitted to touch the Korban. 
After prayers are finished 
the 
High Priest stands on a high stone 
and repeats the Exorde 
of 
the 
prayer, after 
which 
while 
he 
reads from the Book of Exodus. 
Then 
he 
says, 
“Shatu 
attu” 
(slays) and the sheep are slain. A 
pot is filled with the blood, and a 
boquet of hyssop is dropped into 
it. Then they strike the blood on 
the sides of the tent doors. 
The 
High Priest inspects 
the 
slain 
sheep, and when he finds a blem ­ 
ish the body is burned. 
All the 
Samaritans sing together, saying 
that there is only one God. 
All of the foregoing takes place 
before sunset. 
After sunset the 
High Priest distributes unleavened 
bread. 
They sing songs from the 
Psalms, using chapters one to 15. 
The young men prepare the meat 
for the furnace, 
during 
which 
great care is taken not to break a 
bone. 
Sheep 
are 
roasted 
for 
about three hours, during 
which 
time prayers are said. 
The fires 
are kept burning until every par­ 
ticle of the sheep not eaten by the 
celebrants is burned. 
All wear white 
clothes, 
and 
each carries a staff in his hand. 
At midnight they begin eating the 
Passover. Each fam ily sits in a 
circle, with the men in front. The 
men eat first, and when they are

During the month of June, 446 
blood tests were

It was discovered, for instance, 
that som e people with cars were 
exploiting these unfortunates and 
capitalizing on their condition by 
charging 
them 
one 
dollar 
to 
bring them to the 
clinic. 
This 
charge, naturally, is wholly out of 
line and is prohibitive. 
Many of 
the people who need 
treatment 
the worst, are relief clinits, living 
in miserable hovels, 
undernour­ 
ished and without a dime to pay 
to be brought to the clinic. 
Yet 
they need treatm ent 
badly. 
The 
Clinic has no funds with which to 
provide transportation. 
Knowing 
they are afflicted, wishing to take 
the treatm ents 
that 
w ill 
cure 
them and restore them as health­ 
ful members of society, they 
are 
blocked and doomed to 
go 
on 
suffering because they cannot get 
to and from the Clinic—the only 
source that can save them. 
In their present condition they 
are more or less of a liability to 
the communities in which 
they 
live and som ewhere there 
is 
a 
responsibility for 
getting 
these 
people to the Clinic for treatment 
and restoration 
to 
health 
and 
their proper place in 
the 
com ­ 
m unity life. 
It is not regarded as 
a 
Clinic 
responsibility. 
Another situation brought 
out 
was that treatment of expectant 
mothers whose blood tests 
have 
shown positive results, absolutely 
assures the birth of normal ch il­ 
dren. 
Every 
expectant 
mother 
should have a blood test, 
either 
by her own physician, if she can 
afford it, or at the Clinic, if cir­ 
cumstances are 
such 
that 
the 
family can’t afford to pay for the 
test and subsequent treatment of 
necessary. 
Practically 
100 
per 
cent normal births are assured if 
an afflicted mother is treated any 
time up to 
the 
fifth 
or 
sixth 
month of her piegnancy. 
This is

than

thought, in view of the fact that

health 
bulletin 
showed Alexander county had the 
second highest infant 
mortality 
rate in the state because of syph­

Clinic

treatment to assure the birth of 
normal and healthy 
child. 
And 
blood tests 
are 
made free 
of 
charge. 
It is felt that an expect­ 
ant mother certainly owes 
that 
much to her unborn child.
